RALPH WALDO EMERSON

If the eight hundred boys and 


girls who attend the Emerson school 
knew about Ralph Waldo Emerson's 
boyhood and home life, I think they 
would admire him as much as I do. 


I became interested in him about 


a year ago through the acquaint- 
ance of a boy whose grandfather 
helped to repair and rebuild Em- 
erson's home when it was partially 
destroyed by fire, when the author 
was over seventy years old. The 
residents of Concord had put' the 
old home in first class condition to 
surprise Emerson on his return 
from a trip abroad. 
Emerson had blue, truthful eyes, 


and a winning, happy smile. His 
head was shaped as a scholar's. He 
was tall for his age and did not 
play strenuously. He never had a 
sled although there was an inviting 
hill near his home. He had sever- 
al home-niade, string wound balls, 
however. He loved to read and, un- 
til he was forbidden, read while 
slowly driving the cow home. He 
earned odd pennies taking care of 
little children, and dearly loved to 
hold tiny babies in his arms. 


Boys were sometimes unkind then 
just as they are now, and they made 
fun of Ralph and his brother, Ed- 
ward, because they took turns wear- 
ing the same coat. 


Ralph was eight years old when 


his father died and his oldest broth-

CHAPTER 24—FINE REINDEER 


- 
ENGRAVINGS 


One part of the Stone Age is 


sometimes called the Reindeer per- 
iod, because there, •were so many 
reindeer in Europe at that time. 


These animals were among the 


favorite subjects of Cave artists. 


Today you sen two reindeer en- 


gravings. 
One was placed 
on a 


piece of rock found at the cave of 
Saint Marcel. France. The deer is 
meant to be galloping. The outline 
is sti-ons and clear cut. This is a 
masterpiece of the Stone Age. It 
is doubtful if a modern artist could 
do as well if he had to work with 
tools of stone and bone. 
The other engraving is perhaps 


even more interesting. It was car- 
vrd on a reindeer antler found in a 
cave in the Pyrenees mountains. It 
represents a herd of deer crossing 
a river containing many fish. The 
animal to the right is a stag-; his 
head is turned around and ha seems 
to be looking- back to the shore from 
•whioh he has come. The fish are 
probably salmon. Part of the en- 


graving is misEing. Just above the 
stag are two designs. They may be 
the signature of the artist. Modern 
artists usually "sign" their pictures, 
putting their names or initials at 
the bottom of the pictures they 
draw. You remember that Stone 
Age artists knew nothing about the 
letters of the alphabet, but they

may have used special designs for 
names. 
Most 
of -their 
pictures, 


however, had no such "signatures." 


Those old engravers seem to have 
carved pictures in anything they 
could lay their hands on. The walls 
of caves, the horns of wild cattle, 
the antlers of reindeer—these were 
only a few of the substances on 
which images: were cut. In an 
English cave was the -engraving of 
the horse's head on a rib-bone. The 
tusks of mammoth were also used. 


On one of these, the outline of a 


mammoth was cut. and the tusk was 
left in a French, cave for us to find 
fifteen or twenty thousand years 
after the artist died. A pebble con- 
taining an engraving of a bear was 
found in a cave near Toulouse, 
France. 


In still another French cave, a 


number of bear .teeth were dis- 
covered. Holes had 
been pierced 


through each, and it is believed the 
teeth once formed a necklace. On 
one an engraving of a seal 
was 


found! In spite of the small sur- 
face, the Stone Age artist had made 
a good image. On another tooth a 
fish was carved.

If you believe what 
you preach and lobby for, an eight hour wom- 
an's -work in hotels, why not the same law for 
private homes where the domestic is 
often 


worked longer hours 'than eight? 
If these 


longer hours are right for private homes they 
are rig-ht for hotels. - ,

Why do girls prefer to work in hotels? For 


two very good reasons. One is that the work 
in the private home .is never done and the 
other is,—from personal experience and what 
my girls have told me: "In numbers there is 
safety."

You state that qne of your co^-workers heard 


a maid tell the housekeeper that the'work was 
so hard that she (the maid; not the "house- 
keeper. Do not get ,them confused, .please), 
would have to get help. I do not doubt this; 
Are private houses lacking that plainf ? •'• 


•I have, for the past 20 years,'conducted a 


hindergarten. Taking raw, untrained-girls.and, 
according to their aptitudes, trained .them; to 
neatness and efficiency as waitresses, cooks 
and all around housekeeper's, continuing to be 
iterested in their welfare to. the present ^.min- 
ute. Come to.me and I will show. you. several 
of them now, competent wives and mothers. 


am not egotistical to that point where I 


think that I am the only living specimen of 
decent, humanitarian hotel management. There 
are, pfobaibly, better and more capable in num- 
bers which would interest you if you care to 
investigate that phase of the matter. 


There is little need for your eight hour law 


today. Neither *man nor woman will stay on 
the job when he or she considers himself or 
herself overworked. Try it. . 


Dear clufo ladies: I' am with you for the up- 


lift of the working girl, but my interest is a 
practical working interest backed by more 
than 25 years of service in every department 
of hotel \vork, from kitchen-scullion to 
pro- 


prietress. I am nearly 60 years of age and I 
have had many girls working for me and un- 
der my care. I have yet to regret that any one 
of them has suffered either physically or mo- 
rally from work in any way connected with 
hotel employment. Few have failed in stand- 
ards or physically and those failures were due 
to influences other than hotel work experien- 
ced while having their fling during hours off. 


Come out of the clouds. Get an adequate 


knowledge of the matter which you are trying 
to regulate by an active association with and 
participation in it before you do something to 
muddle affairs already too 
much muddled. 


Just ask yourself: What do I know about this 
'matter, looking from the inside out, as one of 
the employed? The Hours in an hotel are no 
worse than in the private home. 


If you must have an eight hour law 
get 


away from class legislation and have the law 
framed to apply to private homes, boarding 
houses, domestic hotels, whatever those are, 
sanitariums, sanitoriums, hospitals and "bug 
houses," or show some reason why 
hotels 


should be legislated against. 


I do not know, bwi I do doubt that there is 


a single hotel • man or woman lined up with 
you to get this eight hour law enacted. I 'do 
thoroughly believe that there are, in this state 
men and women of intelligence and humanity, 
icnesty and fair dealing, with a working 
knowledge of hotel business, who would come 
forward to support your bill if, in the light of 
their experience, they were convinced' that it 
was framed without ambition to get near the 
spotlight of political prominence ar.d grounded 
in an intelligent desire to correct afbuses and 
undesirable influences where such are known 
to exist.

Q.—How does the vocational school meet the 


needs of. its students ? 
,

• 


A.—A great variety of courses-is given, not 


only within the vocational school itself but in 
cooperation with other agencies. Most of the 
adult classes are held in the evening or late 
afternoon outside of the regular hours of the 
day school. These classes contain 2000 pupils, 
an enrollment which so overtaxed the capacit- 
ies of the school that some classes have had .to 
meet in the Neighborhood House or the Cen- 
tral high school. 


The adult education department gives both 


technical and cultural courses. An example of 
the adaptability of the course of instruction is 
found in the sewing class for women, open, to 
everyone interested and held every afternoon 
from three to five. Individual instruction gives 
a distinctly practical slant to the course. Stu- 
dents may bring their own sewing, from home. 
The fact that the work and instruction are in- 
dividual makes it possible for women to be ab- 
sent for spme time,.perhaps on -account of 
home duties, without losing appreciably, the 
benefit of the instruction. This method is- vast- 
ly different from a continuous, standardized 
course, in which a two weeks' absence may. de- 
stroy any benefit to be derived by the student. 


Contact with and service to industry is ac- 


complished in a number of ways. A class of 54 
apprentice carpenters is taking drafting and 
construction work. Americanization classes are 
arranged for different nationalities, Italians, 
Poles, etc. One group of foreign-iborn students 
in particular is preparing entirely for the ex- 
aminations necessary to take out citizenship 
papers. 
Various types of trade courses are 


given, too numerous to list. 
Indentured ap- 


prentices, for example, are required -to attend 
.the school part time, during which time, they - 
receive instruction in trade or allied' subjects. 
' Though the night, school has-by far the lar- 
ge'r enrollment,, the regular' .day. school is 
equally, if not more important and .effective, 
for a. more homogeneous..and plastic .student 
body -is available. 
Fifty' percent of the.'.day 


school students- are enrolled for full time wprlr. 
The remainder are either half time (five hours 
a day),- or eight hours a week. 'The law re- 
quves those from 14 to 16 years of, age to at- 
tend school at least five horjs- a day, ind; those 
from 16 to 18 sears, at least eight hours 
a 


•week. The Wisconsin law is more'> strict in: this 
respect than.in most states. 


In the day school, too, the attempt is made 


to enhst the interest of the students, to win 
their confidence and to makeHhe courses flex- 
ible and practical The commercial classes are 
particulaily popular The effective 4^^ of these 
clashes has been, inci eased by tying them up 
with -vocational guidance One of^the*instruc- 
tional force has been designated? as''placement 
girl to connect the students, < as they gradu- 
ate, with commercial employment. Next y.ear a 
course in retail selling will be added ift this- 
department, in both the oay and night school. 
Enghsh, mathematics and science and a hy-1 
g-ene course for girls are the required sub- 
fects 
Of necessity, however, the -vocational 


courses aret gnen greatest emphasis, because 
50 percent of the students are workers receiv- 
ing only part time inftructuja.

Q.—What efforts are being made atone vo- 


cational guidance lines? 


«A—The individual problem'^ «T* of cours*, 


much more varied »rid,co»pt« tbms & * «f- 


ular high school. An attempt is made to know 
and to.understand, each pupil, to learn his spe- 
cial Interests and abilities. To make this more 
possible a plan has been worked out for next 
year by which, every teacher will be assigned 
to a .small group of pupils. Each teacher will 
be expected to' know his particular group and 
to help them in every way he can.. It is hoped 
in this way to carry out better the central aim 
of the school, which is to adapt the course of 
instruction to the practical needs of each in- 
dividual. 


An example of what can be done is shown 


by a boy who became apprenticed to a baker. 
In school he had been in an auto mechanics 
class, but he was persuaded to change from 
this to a foods' class and in addition to take 
some work in accounting in the commercial de- 
partment. 
He is fascinated with his school 


work and will of course understand the prob- 
lems of management much -better if he should 
ever wish to have a bakery of his own. 


The problems of discipline ere more diffi- 


cult and more numerous. It is hoped to make 
these! easier to handle by the development of. 
social life among the s'tudent body. There is a 
keen interest in athletics. The school has an 
orchestra'and a band is soon, to be started. A 
school paper, printed in the school's own print 
shop, is being published. In addition a student 
alumni clulb of. all over 18 years "of age who 
have ever attended or are at present attending 
the school is being organized. With this as a 
basis it is hoped that it will be possible to or- 
ganize a parent-teachers' association with a 
resulting .closer cooperation 
teachers and pupils.
